T thought good to give you notice of the great victory and deliverance 
which God hath given our Army here the firit of March,they marched out of tovvne about 4006 
horſe and foor, the Chiefe commanders was che Livetenant Generall, the Lord Lile , Sr. Frances 
Willowby, Sir Thomas Lucas, Sir Richard Greeneheld, Collonell funks, Collonell Cromwell 
Colonell Munke, Collonell Gibſon, with fax pieces of ordnance : Firſt chey aſsaid Timlin Caſtle 
chey refuſing quarter the caſtle was taken, and three hundred put co the Sword, from thence they 
marchtto beſtege Roſle, after the beſieging for foure dayes Generall Preſton came upon them 
* with ſeaventhouland foot and eight hundred horſe, all his army were the choyce men of the 
| Kingdomethinking verily to vanquiſh our army, a new hot batraile they had, inſomuch tharthe)

that there was killed of the chiefe commanders and aſiſers about three hundred beſides, the

| weretaken priſoners and ſlaine, the moſtthat any man ſayes were kild of our men were not a- 
| boverwenty and never 4-mari of note but Marſhall Burrowes ; but we had ſeverall hurt ; as Sir 
Thomas Lucas cut in the head with a pole-axe, and Major Morris, and Major Hammon ſhott 
they came home the ſeaven and twentieth of March; 1643. The Lord Marbueſle behaved him- 
ſelfe very valiantly and ſo di all thereſt. Ipray remember my ſervice to your partner , and give 
him thankes for his intelligence, | pray ſhew him this ; with my love to your ſelfe Ireft and am.
